FOREFATHERS’ DAY AT INDIANAPOLIS. 


M. K. Ingalle Delivers the Oration-—Ex- 
President Harrison Talks. 
Inpranapotas, Ind.,. Dec, 21.—|Special.]— 
Seven score of Indiaus pioheers sat down to 
the fourth annual New Englanders’ banquet 


at the Denison Hotel tonight. The society in 


this city now numbers 100 members and in- 
clodes many of the best and most prominent 
citizens in Indianapolis. The Rev. Nathaniel 
A. Hyde, formerly pastor of the Mayflower 
Congregutional Church, is President of 
the society, and sat at the head 
of the seven tables, which were  dec- 
orated with the arms of the New England 
States and named after the seven capitals— 
Montpelier, Boston, Hartford, Concord. 
Augusta, Newport; and Providence, At the 
head table was President M. E. Ingalls of the 
Big Four railroad, who was down for the 
oration, together with ex- President Harrison, 
Mra, J. R. McKee, his daughter; Gov. Claude 
Matthews, Judge W. A. Woods, and Mayor 
and Mrs. Denny. A fine old New En- 
giand dinner and rosy apples and crab 
cider were features of the menu, 
no wine being served. Formalities were 
not maintained, the guests all having 
had long personal acquaintance and the 
spread took on the character largely of a good- 
natured family dinner. Gen. Harrison was 
the butt of numberless stories and entered 
into the sport with great spirit, Those pres- 
ent never saw him merrier, There was no 
formal program. Mr. Ingalls Was first called 
to talk on the New England character.

He claimed 
some New England blood in his veins, but 
more from Virginia, and traced his ancestry 
to the Scotch, Irish, and Dutch, all 
of which helped to make the American. The 
New-Englander whom this country should 
honor was the red man. Of the New England 
character he said: ’ 
“There was no call at time of the first set- 
tlement of this county for eloquent men, nor 
was there much call for ornamental women. 
The men and women of that period were 
called on to lay the foundation, and fDunda- 
tion stones art not of much beauty. They are 
squared and fitted and cemented, but there 
ere no floutishes put on them. 80 
thab when we observe this lack of 
ornamentation on the New England 
character we must not regard it asa defect. 
The man or woman who fails to fall in loye 
with the lot to which God has called him 
is only human, and there were many lots 
that were hard in 1620 on the New England 
coast. They were foundation builders. I 
have recentiy had occasion to say that I 
thought we had failed to give the American 
Indian his just due for developing the New- 
England character. He had a great deal to 
do and was not a pleasantold master. The oid 
European way of fighting in battalions did not 
prosper in the Indian wars. He individual- 
ized the soldiers. The Indian leader marched 
in front, not by inheritance a divine right, 
but by his prowess and bravery. Hence the 
New-Englanders learned from Indian that 
he must be leader, must march in front, and in 
that lesson was the wisdom that finally re- 
suited in the overthrow of a King. The In- 
dian also taught the next step in American 


civilization—the community idea. Every man 


tor himself and a tree for every man, but 
the blockhouse for the community. Hence 
the development of the idea that every man 
was really his neighbor’s keeper. The Indian 
was the schoolmaster for the community in 
that respect and hence you must not take it 


to yourself that you evolved this New England 


character out of your own innate human 
selves.

She Drank Carboelic Acid. 

It was a mystery for sons time what poison 
the woman had taken. When found there 
were no evidences of a struggle, the quilt 
which was spread over her being almost en- 
tirely undisturbed, The interior of her throat 
and mouth were burned as though 
by acid, Later one of the women 
found hidden away in the lower 
part of a dresser a two-ounce bottle of car- 
bolic acid, of which two-thirds Was gone. 
The bottle bore the label of Wickes, a local 
pharmacist. It is thought the woman had 
purchased the poison several days before, as 
Mr. Wickes had kept so record of it and 
could not remember when it had been 
purchased. For some time it was 
thought that nothing was left by the dead 
woman which would give a clew to the cause 
of suicide, but late last night, in looking 
through her effects, her husband found an un- 
finished letter written by her to Mrs. Dr. 


Johnson of La Belle, Mo,, her former home. 


A part of it read: 

Recently I have thought much of life and the 
work my husband is engaged in. While I lived 
in La Belle it was all different. Since we came 
to a larger city I have met the wives of many 
other ministers, and I now know how deficient 
Iam and how unworthy to share in such work. 
In many ways I am unfit to be a minister's wife, 
and more than all in literary training. 

Mr. Bedall remembered that a week ago he

her what she was writing she declined to say. 
“It would make you feel badly,” was the 
answer. This, it is thought, was the unfin- 
ished letter found last night. 

Mr. Bedall has been a preacher since 1884 
in the Missouri Methodist Conference, His 
last charge was at La Belle, Mo., where he 
met his wife, who was then Mrs. L. J. Kaylor, 
early last April.

there is little of our wonderful devel- 
opment justly traceable to any particu- 
lar transatlantic source; that many diverse 
influences, often antagonistic, have codperated 
to produce results altogether novel in our popu- 
lation aud government, last, but not least, 
that the time has come when a Reon Ameri- 
ean citizen should be content with his title as an 
American, without seeking to trace back and give 
the 9212 to any one of the jealous and antago- 
nistic elements of the past. 


Thoucht He Was a Cavatier. 


Asa youth living in what was recognized as 
the Cavalier colony I formerly took pléasure in 
the conceit that the Cavalier element of the 
American settlement was the fruitful and pro- 

tent strain from whichthe greater part of 

merican glory been derived and com- 
placently rewarded myself as of that preéminent 
stock. Both o these notions have ro- 
ceived severe shocks. learned that 
instead of being a om as was 
the ancestor who came to Virginia im 1635, the

and one was a Dutchman. You will pardon the 
apparent egotism of telling you this. It is done 
for parpose of illustration. There is not a single 
race of those represen above which has not 
played an important part in the fomwndation” and 
development of America. It would be difficult 
to decide between the rivel claims of each. 

The three earliest settiements wore made in 
America almost simultaneously, at Jamestown, 


in Massachusetts, and at New York. The first | 


two were English, the third was Dutch. I omit 
the Roanoke settlement, which) disappeared 
without casting auy influence upon the subse- 
ess career of America. I will not pause to 
escribe the glories of our American institutions. 
My purpose is teshow the source whence they 
were derived and in some cases to show the folly 
of certain claimants of this or that concerning 
them. Before taking up me question of the origin 
of these things permit me to say something of 
Puritan and Cavalier.

Cavalier was a term which became prevalent as 
describing the followers of Charlies I. in the 
struggle which arose long after the Virginia set- 
tlement. But the term Cavalier, as applied by 
so many Puritans or New-Engianders in America 
to their brethren in Southeru States, seems to 
be based on the notion that the originai South- 
ern settier came to America for the purpose of 
finding something to take back om which he could 
have a good time in England; that his expecta- 
tion of returning being disappointed, he secured 
as much rum as possibie, then fell naturally into 
slavery; that he was drunken, ignorant, domi - 
neering, and thriftless and that, while possessing 
hospitality and courage, his grosser traits made 
him and his descendants altogether unlovely. 


Notion ofthe Puritan. 


The fanciful notion of the Américain Puritan 
possessed by certain so-called and self-constitut- 
ed Cavaiiers is not a whit more flattermg. He 
pictures his Northern congener as a half-starved 
ascetic, with sunken eye and lantern jaw, and 
nose suggestive of chronic catarrh; whose 
chief aim is 0 accomplishment of 
wealth and who makes iis religion a 
cloak for his rascality.

OUT IN ALL WAGES AT HOMESTEAD. 


Chairman Frick Siys Rents and Fuel Are 
Red uced, 

Prrresura, Pa., Dec. 21.—[Special. ]—The 
new wage scale for the Homestead works of 
the Carnegie Steel company was pested to- 
night. The employés are given until Dec. 29 
to sign it. The wages of many are cut. In 
justification for this Chairman Frick gave out 
astatement in which he claims the wages 
paid at Homestead last year were higher than 
those prior to the big strike. Improved ma- 
chinery is given as the cause. Mr. Frick says: 

During the first six months of 1892, when the 
Homestead works were operated under the Amal 
gamated Association scale of wages, the average 
earnings of every man and boy employed for 
every working day in the year was $2.43. At the 
commencement of the year 1892 wages were ad- 
justed and the average wages for every man 
and boy $2.44 a day. in January, 1894. 
wages were again adjusted with the result every 
manand boy employed during. 1894 averaged 

2.24 a day, or a reductiqn of about 8 per cent. 

t is expected the new scaie will give oar men 
$2.20 a day in 1895. Heaters and rollers will 
average from $5.50 to $7 a day, other skilled 
labor proportionately. Common labor will not 
be touched. We have reduced our rents and fuel 
proportionately.

Concerni 
the work Maj. McKenzie says: The first o 
these levees extends from Warsaw to the 
county line of Hancoek and Adams Counties, 
and is known as the Hunt Levee. It is 115% 
miles long, and was built in 1881. A secona 
evee, built in 1888, is called the Lima Lake 
Levee, and extends from the lower end of the 
Hunt Levee to the bluffs at the outlet to Bear 
Creek,:.a distance. of 10% miles. .A third 
levee. completing the system, is called the In- 
dian Grave Levee, and was built in 1881. 
This levee extends from Bear Creek to Quincy, 
—17 miles—making in all about 30 miles of 
artificial bank, topping the natural bank and 
restraining the river from overflow through- 
out the entire distance. These banks have 
withstood the ordinary high waters reason- 
abiy well, but a great amount of damage was 
done by the floods of 1881, 1888, and 1892. 
The flood line in this section of the river ap- 
pears to have been somewhat raised by pres- 
ent contraction, ana may be further elevated 
when levees on the west side now in course 
of conétruction are completed. It would be 
well in presenting a project for reinforcing 
and making these artificial banks secure to 
raise their crown. to a grade three feet above 
high water at 1892. There will be needed to 
raise and strengthen the bank in the Hunt 
district 241,989 cubic yards of earthwork; 
in the Lima Lake district, 67,286 cubic 
yards, and in the Indian Grave district. 293,- 
368 cubic yards. About two miles of the 
more exposed portions of the bank require 
revetment about six feet in width.”

GIFT-GIVERS CAN GET THEIR MAIL

Postmaster-General Revokes 
Withholding It. 
The order withholding the mail sent to con- 
cerns advertising a free gift distribution has 
been revoked by the Pnstmaster-General in 
an order to the local Postoffice yesterday. Col. 
Stuart, Postal Inspector, had succeeded in 
stopping the maii of a number of manu- 
facturing concerns ip violation of the lottery 
law. ‘The principal sufferer was Sears, Roe- 
buck & Co. of Minneapolis, a watch and 
jewelry firm, domg a yearly busi- 
ness of $1,000,000 through mail orders, 
The Christmas trade of the firm had been 
practically paralyzed by the stoppage of 
their mail through the order of the 
Postoffice Department. They were accused 
of violating the laws against lotteries by of- 
fering pianos and watches to the senders of 
the first orders received for certain lines of 
goods. Monday Fred F. Ely of the Ely Man. 
ufacturing company of Chicago was arraigned 
before the United States Commissioner for 
making a similar offer and bound over to the 
Fede grand jury. Yesterday Postmaster 
Hesing received a revocation of the order to 
withho!d the mail. The revocation did not 
contain the ruling of the department on the 
merits of the case. Whether ½% gift scheme

silver; and December returns indicate as 
large an excess. For this very reason the ex- 
ports of $5,332,071 in gold since last Friday 
and the withdrawals of about three times as 
much gold from the Treasury are the more 
noticed), Money continues to accumulate 
here, and there is no enlargement in the legit- 
imate demand for commercial loans, though 
some offermgs of paper, apparently to prepare 
for yearly settlements, have excitéd remark. 
Agricultural Prices Unimproved. 
Prices of agricultural products do not im- 

prove. Wheat is unchanged for the week, al- 
though Western receipts have fallen to 
2,804,925 bushels, against 2,594,810 for the 
same week last year, and it does not count 
for much that the Atlantic exports were 936,- 
645, against 744,547 last year. The visible 
supply still grows and is now 88,173,000 
bushels. Corn fell four cents fort the week, 
though Western receipts were only 1,522,636 
bushels, against 3.582, 204 last year, and At- 
lantic exports more than a third smaller. 
Government estimates do not seem to 
affect actual transactions, Cotton has 
declined a sixteenth, to 5.69, and receipts 
from plantations continue. larger for De- 
cember than in 1891, when the crop was over 
9,000,000 bales. The theory that producers 
will not make the current prices does not yet 
fit the facts. Larger orders for manufactured 
products have appearec, and yet, except in 
boots and shoes, the general tendency of 
prices is downward, Steel billets sell at $15 
at Pittsburg and Bessemer pig at $9.50 at 
Valley Milis, and in other products the tone 
is on the whole weaker, except that structural 
beams hold the recent small advance. 


Competition Affects Prices. 


Yet quite large transactions arb reported in 
pig iron and billets and improved demand for 
barred rails, while nothing is doing in 4” 
‘rails, business in sheets and plates is light. 
Competition between the works, which is not 
enough to keep them employed, pushes prices 
in many lines below the ordinary cost of pro- 
duction. Copper is strengthened by custom- 
ers’ demand, and the output in November— 
12,644 tons domestic and 6.964 foreign— 
was the smallest since February. . d has 
sold largely at 3.1 cents and tin has been de- 
pressed one-half cent by speculation. 

Ia shoes manufacturers are obtaining a 
good many orders at | to 5 cents advance 
over last year’s prices. Differences in cost of 
material are claimed, but many jébbers hold 
off, as want of entire agreement among pro- 
ducers raises the doubt whether the advance 
will be maintained. 

The failures for the last week have been 
349 in the United States, against 344 last 
year, and 36 in Canada against 37 last year. 


Effect of Mild Weather. 


Bradstreet’s Review tomorrow will say: 
“The volume of general trade continues 
small, as expected from evidences of shrink- 
age within the month. Unusually mild, un- 
seasonabie weather continues to check dis- 
tribution of coal, heavy clothing, shoes, and 
rubber goods Northwest, South, and through- 
out the Centrai, West, and Hastern States, 
although at larger cities the favorable reports 
as to holiday goods and speciaities at retail 
are for the great part the outcome of bright, 
mild weather.

FOURTEEN-INCH ARMOR IMPREGNABLE. 


Chinese Warships More than a Match for 
Japan's Light Guns. 


Wasurverox, D. C., Dec. 21. — While the 
Chinese mall, which has just arrived at the 
Navy Department, failed to bring any news 
of the events which happened at. Port Arthur 
durmg the occupation of that stronghold by 
the Japanese, it did include the first reports 
which have yet reached the department from 
its intelligence officers at the seat of war 
touching the great naval engagement off the 
mouth of the Yalu River Oct. 30. The naval 
officers’ reports confirm in every respect the 
press dispatches published soov after the bat- 
tle, and perhaps the most significant portions 
relate to the battleships of the Chinese as op- 
posed to the Japanese cruisers. In substance, ' 
they show that the heavily armored vessels 
were practically uninjured by the Japanese 
fire, and as this fact tends strongly to bear 
out the arguments in favor of the battleship 
as against the cruiser, as set out in the report 
of the Secretary of the Navy to. Congreas, 
without doubt the reports will be exhibited to 
the House Naval committee in connection 
with the pending proposition for the construc- 
tion of three more battleships. —~ 

These reports described the formation of 
the opposing ships in line of battle, It is said 
that after the action commenced the Chinese 
were unable to make signals on account of 
the shooting away of halyards, etc., and there. 
fore no tactical evolutions were performed by 
them, each vessel maneuvering independent 
ly. The Japanese, however, signalled through- 
out the action and maneuvered in concert. 
The Japanese opened fire at 3,000 yards, 
using their rapid-fire guns to great advantage 
and keeping up a true rapid fire. The fire of 
the Chinese throughout the action was much 
slower and their shooting high. The Japanese 
fire, directed against the two battleships, is 
said to have been terrific, the Chen Yuen be- 


times, while the Ting Yuen was badly set on 
fire forward, which was extinguished with dif- 
ficulty. The Chen Yuen gallantly placed itself 
between the Japanese vessels and the Ting 
Yuen taking the fire of the fleet while its flag- 
ship extinguished the flames. 

The main Japanese squadron continued the 
action with the battleships, but, although 
their projectiles hit time and again, the four- 
teen-inch armor was more than a match for 
the Japanese light guns. The Japanese loss 
consisted of ten officers and sixty-nine men 
killed and 160 of all ranks wounded, None 
of their vessels was lost, the Matsushima, 
Hiyei, and Akagi sustaining the most severe 
damages. The Chinese loss consisted of the 
following named vessels sunk or destroyed: 
Lai Yuen, belted cruiser of 2,800 tons: Chih 
(or Chin) Yuen, a protected cruiser of 2,300 
tons; Yang Wel, protected cruiser of 1,800 
tons; and Chao Yuen, itssister ship. The 
Ping Yuen, Chin Yuen, and Ting Yuen suf. 
fered much from fire. The Chinese loss in 
officers and men is unknown, ‘but it is not 
thought any were picked up from the three 
ships that sunk in action. None of the Jap- 
anese vessels used torpedoes in action. 

It is said at the Japanese Legation here to- 
day that no overtures have been made to the 
Cramp ship-building firm by the Japanese 
Government with a view to the purchase of 
the new cruiver Minneapolis, which the 
Cramps constructed for the American navy. 
Early in the pending difficulties a ge 
was received at the legation from the Japan- 
ese Navy Department making such inquiry 
regarding the possible acquisition of the ship 
by Japan, but in view of the well-known atti- 
tude of this country respecting relations of 
neutrality with foreign nations at war with 
each other the matter was not pushed. i

But each child knew 
his part in the recital, and ong by one or in 
twos they took their places at the pianos and 
played either a simple melody or such pieces 
as Mowskowski’s Capriccioso, Mendelasohn’s 
Consolation, or Schubert’s Serenade. To be 
sure, some of the selections were imperfectly 
played, but when the method of acquiring 
music is explained, tne mere fact 
of playing even imperfectly will seem 
nothing short ofa miracle. ‘The names of the 
young musicians are Miss Emily Cuthbert, 
Miss Lizaſe Cuthbert, Mies Clara Brahm, Miss 
Sarah Rosenbloom, Mies Mary Roth, Miss 
Anna Goldfinger, Miss Bessie Halper, Miss 
Bessie Rosenberg, Miss Regina Brahm, Miss 
Eva Brahm, and Master Jake Roth. 

These children live in proximity to Hull 
House.

„The method is original with the children,“ 
was her reply to a question. “The child 
drinks in the menta! picture and through the 
melody gets the idea at the Sunday lesson. 
There is mo method. The music simply 
comes from soul. 

„Are they not taught the relation of the 
keys on the plano? 

That they know through instinct. They 

have no technical understanding of music, 

no books, no nothing—only the music son- 

ception in themselves. It is really wonderful. 

If [did not know these things to be true I 

et doubt the assertion as an utter impossi- 
ty. 

The children themselves are the embodi- 
ment of euthusiasm, 
finemwent in their manner that undoubtedly 
wouli be lacking were it not for this power 
of music. In the interim between two num- 
bers one of the girls spoke enthusiastically of 
the work, in the course ot which she said four 
of the maidens in the class gave music les- 
sone after the same method for 10 cents a 
lesson. One girl gives thirty-four lessons a 
week and goes to school. In this way some 
of the youthful music teachers support them- 
selves and help support thei families.
